[5. No, 21(a) (ii)//T], (il) Dates [5, No. 21(b)/IV], (lit) Medicinal Herbs 
(Crude Drugs ) (5. No. 87-109//K), (iv) Asafoetida [5. No. 31(i)/K| and 
other Miscellaneous items from IRAN during November, 1975— October, 1976- 

No. I 22 -ITC(PN)/ 75 .—It has been decided to grant licences for import of various 
commodities from Iran during November, 1975—October, 1976, to the Established Im¬ 
porters, having past imports within the prescribed basic years, as shown against each item 
In Annexure I to this Public Notice. The licensing policy for each item has been indicated 
in Col. 6 of the aforesaid Annexure. 

2. The Established Importers, eligible in terms of the current policy, may submit their 
applications to the respective licensing authority viz. Jt. Chief Controller of Imports & 
Exports, Bombay or Jt. Chief Controller of Imports & Exports (Central Licensing Area), 
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New Delhi on or before Lhe 26th December, 1975 m tbe usual form and manner. No 
past import aocume&i* are required to do prouuced, proviued «ucn document* were 
suutmtied to me Recusing authority couccjhcu m tne past and were accepted oy tneui lor 
issue of licences for import of commodities from Iran indicated in Annexuie f. ibey 
slioutd, however, quote details of licences ODtained in itio preceding two periods. Where, 
however, the bstaohsned Importers are applying for the hrst time, they are required to 
produce unimpeachaoio documents relating to past imports from Iran m respect of the 
item* a* in Annexure 1 for any one year within the prescribed basic years, 

3. It ha* also been decided that the importers, who are eligible in term* of Annexure II 
to thi* Public Notice will also be granted licences for import of Dry Fruits onty from, 
Iran on equal value basis of Rs. 8,iU0/- each, ihey may submit their applications tor 
import of Dry Fruit* only from Iran for November, 1975—October, 19/6 licensing 
period to the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports & Exports (Central Licensing Area), New 
Doth i on or before the 26th December, 1975 in the usual form and manner, complete 
in all respect*. 

4. The minimum value of licences for dry fruits will be Rs. 8,300/-. The minimum 
value of licences for Date*, Asafoetida and Gum* & Resms licensable on quota percen¬ 
tage basts, will be Rs. 1000/- for the year. It is, however, ctarihed that 
m the case of transfer/division of quota by Established Importers relating to above 
cases, the succeeding parlies will be enutled to get licences in proportion to their share 
in approved quota of the original firm as provided in Para 45(2) of the l.T.C. Hand Book 
ot rentes and Prooedure, iy/5-76. Where the licences are issued on equal value basis 
in terms of this Public Notice, the entitlement of each party is to be divided propor¬ 
tionately among tho split up concerns of the parent firm, in case of transfer/division of 
quota rights. 

5. It may be noted that no double benefit will be given in respect of Dry Fruits, which 
is permitted for import both under Annexure 1 and Annexure II. Tho applicants for dry 
fruits snould submit only one application either in terms of Annexure 1 or in terms of 
Annexure If, and they should clearly mention in thejr application that they have applied 
in one capacity only and not under both. 

6. Established Importers, holding quota certificates for Crude Drugs on General 
Currency Area, which includes Iran, who are desirous of claiming licences under this 
policy have to have past imports of Crude Drugs from Iran in a different basic year than 
the one for which they hold quota certificates on General Currency Area. Evidence to 
this effect should be produced to the licensing authority, so that no double benefit accrues 
in respect of the same past imports. 

7. Licensing will be done within tho monetary limit fixed for each item. All incom¬ 
plete applications are liable to be rejected. 

8. Import licences granted in eligible cases will be valid for import from Iran either 
by sailing vessels or land route. In, the ease of Dry Fruits, import will be allowed by 
steamships upto the full face value of the licences and such imports will be on c.i.f. basis. 
In the case of Date* import may bo effected by land route, sailing vessels or steamship 
of either country whichever is available earliest if the license* so desire at any time 
during the validity period of the licences, 

9. Import licences issued in pursuance of this Public Notice will be valid upto 31st 
December, 1976 and will not be extended. 

10- The provisions of Paragraph 119 and 120 of Section I of the Import Trade Con¬ 
trol Policy Book (Vol. I) for the period April, 1975—March, 1976, relating to minimum 
and maximum value of licences will not apply to the licence* issued in term* of thi* 
Public Notice. 

11. Attention of importers of asafoetida is invited to the Prevention of Food Adu? 
teration Rules and in their own interest, they are advised to ensure that asafoetida 
imported from Iran conforms to the specifications prescribed under the aforesaid rule*. 
In order to ensure that the asafoetida imported by the importers conform* to the pres¬ 
cribed standard, Port Health Organisations will test each consignment of asafoetida. 
Port Health Organisations after testing each consignment will seal the asafoetida (Hing) 
bags under their own seal. These bags may not be further subjected to testing by State/ 
Local bodies so long as their seals are intact and there is no evidence that the bags havo 
been tampered with unless there are some special reasons for the *ame.
